Starting Block! 
looks to future

YOUNG athletes aiming to be the 
next generation of senior level stars 
were the focus of the Starting Blocks 
Trust dinner last Wednesday. 

Sisters Jenna and Ellis O’Reilly were 
among 200 guests at the gala dinner at The 
02, featuring a trip to the British Musical 
Experience and which raised thousands of 
pounds for the charity. 

Gymnast Ellis, 15, was ninth in the junior 
British Championships last year and is 
ranked second in the country for her age- 
group. 

The teenager told the audience all about 
her achievements through an interview 
with Sky television’s Jacqui Beltrao. 

Ellis told GT: “Being supported by 
Starting Blocks really encourages me to 
work hard in the gym and to push myself 
more, knowing I have that support. 

“It helps me a lot with my equipment and 
travel, because it is all quite expensive.” 

The charity was set up by the royal 
borough in 2005, when Britain won the 


right to host the 2012 Olympic Games in 
London. As a host borough - to events 
such as equestrianism and gymnastics - 
Royal Greenwich set up a charity to find 
and support athletes who had a chance of 
competing at London 2012 and beyond. 

Among the hundreds of competitors 
helped so far is Gemma Gibbons, who won a 
silver medal in judo in 2012, and weightlifter 
Zoe Smith, 19, who also competed at the 
London Games. 

Gemma is now an ambassador for the 
trust along with Andy Barrow, 33, who 
retired from wheelchair rugby after a third 
Paralympics in London last year. 

Other guests included sprinter David 
Bolarinwa, who told GT a few weeks ago his 
aim is to earn a senior international vest 
next year. This year, he raced the legendary 
Usain Bolt in a Diamond League meeting. 

Dozens more competitors are in his 
slipstream hoping to pursue top level 
careers. They include Europe’s fifth best 
U17 fencer JJ Webb and Ellis, who won three 
gold medals in a competition in Russia the 
weekend before, as well as her sister Jenna. 
The older O’Reilly sibling, 18, is a boxer who

the GLLP scheme including 29 
apprentices. And one of 13 who have 
secured permanent work since being on 
the scheme with eight of those becoming 
permanent council employees, 

The programme supports families 
affected by the Total Benefit Cap and 
helps them get long-term jobs. 

Recruits are given six-month, full-time 
or part-time jobs with the borough and 
paid the London Living Wage or more. 

They also get help to increase their 
skills and experience. 

Hainsley used to work in the prison 
service, but then was out of work for 18 
months and joined the scheme working 
for a royal borough Cleansweep team. 

He also received support from 
Greenwich Local Labour and Business 
(GLLaB), the royal borough’s jobs and 
training agency, to improve his CV and 
prepare job applications, securing a new 
job with East Village Management Ltd. 

He told GT: “I’ve been working there for 
eight weeks, doing day and night shifts.

GLLaB 
checked over my CV, and organised a 
one-day training course for me. 

“I wanted to work in CCTV and security, 


and GLLaB helped me renew my licence 
by organising some extra training. They 
played a major role in looking for jobs 
and opportunities for me and checking 
what was available. 

“I really needed the job because I was 
worried about the new housing charges 
and I needed to be all right financially.” 

His boss, East Village director Richard 
Harbard, met the borough’s deputy 
leader Peter Brooks. Mr Harbord said: 
“Greenwich’s employment scheme is a 
great way of giving people a range of new 
skills, training and job opportunities and 
we’re delighted it has helped us find a 
quality member of staff like Hainsley.” 

Cllr Brooks said: “I was delighted to 
meet Hainsley and pass on my personal 
congratulations on his success. Our local 
jobs scheme is giving recruits the work 
experience, extra skills and support they 
need to achieve full time jobs.

£1.5m donation keeps historic paintings in UK

TWO historic paintings have been 
saved for the nation and will go 
on show at the National Maritime 
Museum in Greenwich. 

The pictures were the first to show 
westerners what Australian kangaroos 
and dingoes looked like. 

The museum announced that the Eyal 
Ofer Family Foundation will donate 
£1.5 million to help it acquire two 18th- 
century oil paintings by celebrated 
British artist George Stubbs (1724-1806). 
It means the paintings will stay in the 
UK rather than go abroad. 

The paintings are important visual 
records of Captain James Cook’s epic 
four-year voyage of discovery on the 
Endeavour in 1768. 

Stubbs, more famous for his paintings 
of horses, painted them from eye 
witness accounts. The paintings were 
first exhibited together in London in 
1773 and have remained in the UK ever 
since. 

They will go on display in the historic 
Queen’s House next summer. The Ofer 
Foundation’s donation will also enable 
an update of the house’s gallery space 
where other works of art that document 
exploration will be displayed 

Naturalist Sir David Attenborough 
said: “It’s exciting news that these two 
pictures, so important in the history 
of zoological discovery, are to remain 
where they were commissioned and 
painted.” 

Lord Sterling of Plaistow, and 
chairman of the Royal Museums 
Greenwich, said: “Through this 
generous donation from Eyal Ofer, the 
National Maritime Museum has been 
able to secure these wonderful works 
of art for the nation. The support has

enabled us to have not only ‘Saved 
our Stubbs’ but also rejuvenate the 
Queen’s House which will house the 
first exhibition of these paintings in the 
Eyal Ofer Gallery.” 

The museum is renowned for its 
extensive and unrivalled collections 
relating to Cook’s three great voyages 
of exploration. The two paintings 
will play a key part in the museum’s 


commemoration of the 250th 
anniversary of Cook’s Endeavour 
voyage in 2018. 

Eyal Ofer’s father, shipping magnate 
and philanthropist Sammy Ofer, was 
a major supporter of the National 
Maritime Museum. His donation of £20 
million funded the lion’s share of the 
new Sammy Ofer Wing, which opened 
in 2011.

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Pedalling into the future 


THE COUNCIL has set out its ideas to 
encourage more people to use pedal power. 
And now it wants people's views on their 
draft proposals so people can input into the 
final document. 

Measures in the 'Cycling Strategy' are 
devised to encourage more people to cycle 
more often and more safely. They include 
providing more and better cycle routes, as 
well as training for newcomers to cycling. 
The proposals for cycling - which set out a 
vision through to 2026 - highlight other 
spin-off benefits, such as improving 
people's health by encouraging them to 
take more exercise, and cutting carbon 
emissions by reducing traffic on the roads. 

A questionnaire has been put together so 
people can give their opinions. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough's 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, said: "Cycling is 
really important to this borough and this 


strategy makes sure it links into our wider 
vision for the future. Cycling really can 
play an important part in how people feel 
and can improve their lives, whether that's 
through them saving money, being able 
to get out and about more, or by them 
feeling fitter and healthier. We want as 
many people as possible, regardless of 
their background, where they live, or what 
their circumstances are to feel cycling is 
something they can try. 

Now we've come up with these plans the 
next step is to find out what people think 
about them so I hope as many people as 
possible read the proposal and give their 
views on it through the consultation we're 
running."

Be clear on cancer campaign 


ROYAL borough health chiefs are backing 
a national campaign to raise awareness of 
kidney and bladder cancer. 

The NHS campaign 'Be Clear on Cancer' is 
raising awareness of kidney and bladder 
cancer symptoms over six weeks. And local 
health experts are urging people to seek 
advice from their GP if they notice blood in 
their pee, even if it's just once. 

Bladder and kidney cancers are more 
common as people get older - around 95% 
of those diagnosed are 50 and over. Both 
cancers affect men and women, although 
they are more common in men. 

People who have worked in manufacturing 
jobs that involved the use of rubber, dyes, 
textiles, plastics or certain other chemicals 


are more prone to developing bladder 
cancer. People on kidney dialysis are more 
at risk of developing kidney cancer. Blood 
in pee is a key symptom in around eight in 
1 0 bladder cancers and over half of kidney 
cancers. 

Dr Nike Arowobusoye, public health 
consultant, said: "Although having this 
symptom doesn't mean it is cancer, it's 
important to see your GP to find out for 
sure. You're not wasting anyone's time by 
getting your symptoms checked out and, if 
it's not serious, your mind will be put at rest. 
However, if it is a condition such as kidney 
or bladder cancer, early detection makes it 
easier to treat. So seeing your doctor early 
could save your life."

THREE of the borough’s primary 
schools have been given full-scale 
facelifts, and children are already 
giving them top marks. 

Thousands of pupils now have new 
classrooms, better playgrounds, more 
space to learn and new technology. 

At Christ Church CofE Primary on 
Shooters Hill the existing buildings 
have been extended, remodelled and 
updated to provide a new assembly 
and dining hall, a kitchen, a staff 
room, an extra classroom, and a multi- 
use games area (MUG A). 

The MUG A is a shared facility for the 
school and the community. 

Next to it is a biodiversity area where 
beetle banks and other insect wildlife 
habitats have been built. Bird and bat 
boxes will be put in nearby trees. 

The work started in July last year 
and took just over a year. 

The whole school moved to temporary 
buildings on the post-16 campus in Red 
Lion Lane. They moved back in time 
for the start of term in September. 

The school is now heated by two 
modern gas condensing boilers. It also 
has solar panels to supplement the 
heating and hot water systems and to 
provide some of the electrical supply. 

At Foxfield Primary in Sandbach 
Place, Woolwich, the old, dull 1970s 
concrete buildings were bulldozed. 

They have been replaced by 



new classrooms, a large hall with an 
amphitheatre outside, a flexible studio 
space for dance and dance and drama, and 
a library. There are also soft play areas 
and a sensory room with lots of light. 

Headtacher Matt Dickson said: “When 
it’s all finally complete it will be an 
amazing building. 

“The idea to make it like a cathedral of 
learning, with light flooding down from a 
high glass roof to every area. 

“It’s going to be a great place to learn. 
We also have a ‘mud kitchen’ with lots 


of pots and pans where the children 
really enjoy playing, and we are planting 
trees for a forest school at the side of the 
building, where children can learn about 
nature. They really love it.” 

Pupils Misbah, nine, said: “I like the 
building because it has learning decks 
where you can have lessons in the fresh 
air and we have a lot more space than in 
the old school.” 

Piyush, seven, added: “The classrooms 
are much bigger and outside there are lots 
of places to play. It is easier to learn now

Once the finishing touches are in place, 
Foxfield will take 650 pupils and offer 
three form entry instead of two. 

Over at St Thomas a Becket RC Primary 
in Mottisfont Road, Abbey Wood, a 
new annex building has been built on 
Eynsham Drive in a move to increase 
the school role from one to two-form by 
extending the school on the former City 
Learning Centre (CLC) site. Work on the 


CLC building was completed for the start 
of the new school year in September. 

The two-storey infant teaching block 
and single-storey nursery and reception 
will be in place soon, with more work on 
the existing site planned for next year. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 
children and young people, said: “This 
investment in our schools is a priority. 
These modern facilities will enhance 
pupils’ learning opportunities, while we 
continue to ensure there are sufficient 
places for the families who need them.” 


'Secret shopper' cadets help stores pass 
the test on sales of fireworks to children 


SHOPS and businesses across 
Greenwich have been given the 
thumbs-up by the Royal Borough 
after trading standards officers 
recorded 100 per cent in attempted 
test purchases of fireworks 
by children over the half-term 
period. 

Officers working with the police 
cadets made comprehensive visits 
to shops with the cadets trying to 
purchase fireworks. 

In every case they were refused, 
with retailers asking for ID or 
seeking parental permission. 

There were some concerns that, 


in some cases, that fireworks were 
being stored in an unsafe way. 

However officers were able to 
rectify this on the spot. Follow-up 
enforcement action may be taken 
where necessary. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, said: “I’d like to 
thank our dedicated police cadets 
for helping the trading standards 
team.

Work starts on area's third Travelodge in 1 8 months 


WORK has begun on a Travelodge 
hotel in Greenwich - the second to be 
unveiled by the company in the town 
in the past 18 months.

Cllr Denise Hyland, cabinet member 
for regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: "The royal borough has 
a growing reputation for a vibrant 
tourism scene which requires people 
to stay overnight. 

"Events such as the Olympics has 
helped enhance the royal borough's 
reputation globally. 

"We are delighted that Travelodge 
has recognised this by building 
another new hotel here and that this 
will further boost the local economy."

Nearly 100 shops and businesses 
will be offering extra discounts to 
the 50,000 people who now have 
a GreenwichCard, which offers 
discounts on goods and services and 
entry into local attractions.

Steve Nelson, principal director of 
the South East London Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “Shopping locally 
gives a boost to the local economy.

GYMNAST Ellis O’Reilly has 
underlined her potential on the 
international stage by winning 
three gold medals in a competition 
in Russia. 

And then the 15-year-old discovered 
that a long-term pain in her wrist was 
a hairline fracture of a growth plate. 

“She has had a pain in her wrist for 
the past year and various physios have 
not been able to find out what it was,” 
said her mum, Jackie. 

Finally a scan showed up the problem 
last week. 

But it did not stop the teenager 
from Eltham scoring personal bests 
across four disciplines when her club, 
Europa Gym Centre, competed at the 
Tolkachev Cup, at the Vladimir School 
of Gymnastics which was celebrating 
its 50th year. 

Ellis said: “It was great to get 
more experience of international 
competition and to gain more success 
out of it.” 

She has a busy season ahead, recovery 
from the wrist injury permitting. She 
is aiming not just for the domestic 
national championships next spring 


but also hoping to achieve a place on 
the national team for the European 
Championships at her age-group. 

In that sense, the trip to Russia 
proved ideal preparation. 

Featuring more than 300 competitors, 
the competition began well for Ellis, 
who is supported by Starting Blocks. 

She set personal bests in all four 
disciplines in the qualifying round on 
the first day with scores of vault 14.2, 
bars 12.25, beam 12.45 and floor 13.6. 

Then in the all-round contest a day 
later she again set personal bests to 
take overall gold. 

Those results qualified her for the 
bars and floor finals on the third day, 
which she went on to win. 

Ellis is the youngest of two sisters 
supported by the Starting Blocks Trust, 
the royal borough’s charity backing 
athletes with potential to reach the top 
of their sport. 

Her elder sister, Jenna, 18, is a boxer 
who will be competing for her sixth 
ABA national title in December. 

She recently met the Duchess of 
Cambridge, Patron of SportsAid, 
which, like Starting Blocks, supports 
the stars of tomorrow.
